HAY FEVER SEASON 
By Science Features 
In the 16th century a poet said: 


“What's one man’s poison . is 
anothei’s meat or drink.” That still 
holds true. The breath of sweet 
summer air may be pure pleasure 
for some people but others who 
suffer from hay fever dread the 
scent of flowers and grass for the 
discomfort it foretells, 

Hay fever is caused by an allergy 


many of the susceptible. 

Weepy, burning eyes and a 
stuffed-up, running nose are the 
symptoms of this allergy. Severe 
cases also suffer from lack of 
sleep, loss of appetite and possibly 
infection. 

There are several treatments 
Which give partial relief. A series 
of injections may somewhat de- 
sensitize the person to pollen. Vari- 
ous anti-histamine drugs, though 
not a cure, may relieve some symp- 
toms during an attack, A new aid 
are the hydrocortisone drugs such 
as Cortril. Recently, a Brooklyn,
